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1. On 15 January, two freighters left Whampoa for Kuangchou Wan (110- , 20- ) 

with cargoes which included 20 x 150 mm howitzers, 60 anti-tank guns, 30 - 32 
x 105 mm field guns, 10,000 gas masks, 800 crates of spare parts, 400 pairs 
of binoculars, 1,000 rifles and pistols, shells and ammunition, and 30 
trucks a The cargoes were to be trans-shipped to Indochina* 

2. Three hundred ten-wheel trucks have been shipped by rail from Hankow to 
Ghennankuan (106-41, 21-58) en route to the. Democratic Republic of Vietnam* (DRV)* 

3. Three hundred seamen and 600 automobile mechanics who were trained in 
Manchuria by the Soviets have been sent to Kwangsi as volunteers for the DRV. 
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
